Loss of the Steamer Dan 
mark of the Thing- 
valla Line. 


Nearly: Eight Hundred Souls 
on Board the Ill-Fated 
Vessel. 


News of the Fearful Calamity Brought to 
Queenstown by the City of Chester—The 
New York Office Besieged by Friends of 
Immigrants on Board the Ship—The 
Steamer Reportedto Have Been Aban- 

doned in a Sinking Condition—State- 
ment of the American Agents—Nearly 
Seven Hundred Passengers Believed to 
Be Lost—A Day’s Disasters. 


QUEENSTOWN, April 12.—The Inman Line 
steamer City of Chester, Capt. Bond, from 
New York, April 2, for Liverpool, arrived 
here to-day. She reports that on April s in 
lat. 46 north, long. 37 weet, she passed the 
Danish steamer Danmark,from Christiana, 
Copenhagen, etc., for New York. The Dan- 
mark had been abandoned by her 
crew. Her stern was level with 
the sea and her bow stood high out 
of the water. She was apparently sinking. 
The Danmark was a vessel of 2,260 tons and 
belonged to the Thingvalia Line. She was 
commanded by Capt. Knudson. The Dan- 
mark was formerly the Belgian steamer Jan 
Breydel. She was a bark-rigged vessel and 
was 340 fect long, 40 feet in breadth and 26 feet 
deep. She was built in Newcastle, England, 
in 1880.

He has 
cabled his London agents and sought by wire 
for further particulars from the Copenhagen 
branchofthe firm. The news spread rapidly 
down town, and among the first callers at the 
office of Funch, Edye & Co. was Morris Stover, 
a young farmer from somewhere in Massa 
chusetts, who got here last nightto await the 
arrivai of the steamer, upon which his 
brother and sweetheart, Mary Muller, had 
taken passage. His grief was uncontroHable, 
when Mr. Edyesaid that no contradictory 
dispatch had been received at noon. The 
Denmark was formerly the freight steamer 
Jan Ryde! of the White Cross Line. Last tall 
Messrs. Funch, Edye & Co., who are also the 
agents of the latter line, bad the vessel put in 
condition for assenger traffic,and christened 
her Danmark, and transferred her to the 
Thingvalla fleet. This was the vessel’s first 
trip from the other side under her new col 
ors. The reported disaster vividly recalls the 
collision of the steamship Thingvalia of the 
same line last summer, by which many lives 
were lost. 

NEARLY 800 PERSONS ON BOARD. 

The New York agents of the Thingvalla line 
this metaing said: ‘‘We have here a cable 
dispatch to the effect that the Danmark left 
Christiansen on March 26, on her first voyage 
under her new flag and name., She had 
completely overhauled and it was thought 
all that she was the best of our fleet. The 
were on board of ber atthe time of her 
least 710 people.

KILLED ONE ROBBER.

—Justice Hannen Compliments the At- 
torney—Foreign. mere 

Paris, April 12.—When the Senate met to- 
day the President read the decree constitut- 
ing that body a tribenal for the trial 
of Gen. Boulanger, Count Dillion and 


M. Rochefort. The Precureur General 
Quesnay de Beaupaire, then read a 
statement setting forth the nds upon 
which the prosecution of accnsed is 
based. When the reading was concluded 
the Senate went into secret s „ and+the 
public withdrew. The trial of Gen. Boulanger 
and his associates was then formally begun.

SIR CHARLES’ CONCLUSION. 

The court, Sir Charles said, in concluding 
his speech, was — the history of the Irish 
revolution. He asked that fair and generaus 
consideration be givenit. If prosperity was 
returning to Ireland, thanks be to God, but 
affairs were — — in that country where 
the people considered the imprisoned mem- 
bers of the House of Commons heroes and 
Martyrs. Sir Charles declared that he did not 
speak merely as the advocate of the accused 
members of the House of Commons, but also 
forthe land of his birth, and be believed, in 
the best interests of England. The inquiry 
which was intended to bea curse, bad been a 
blessing. It has been designed for the pur- 
pose of ruining one man, but had proved the 
means of his vindication. 

THE POSITIONS REVERSED. 

In his peroration, which lasted half an hour, 
Sir Charles Russell said: ‘‘In opening our 
case lI said that we represented the accused. 
The positions are now reversed. The accused 
sit there (pointing with indignant scorn at Mr. 
Walter and Mr. MacDonald of the Tunes.) This 
inquiry will not only vindicate individuals, 
but it will remoye all misconception 
of the character, action and motives 
Ot the Irish people and their leaders. It will 
set earnest, honest minds to thinking and 
will hasten true union and effect a true recon- 
ciliation. It will dispel the weighty cloud 
that has darkened the history of a noble race 
and dimmed the glory of a mighty Empireg’’ 

At the conclusion of the speech Mr. Glad. 
stone and other friends vere congratulated 
Sir Charies Russell and Mr. Parnell and Mr. 


Davitt.

HOW HE PLANNED TWO ROBBERIES, BUT 
STAYED OUT OF ONE 


The Novel Defense of a Railroad Company 
to a Damage Suit, Backed Up by a Con- 
vict’s Deposition Taken in the Peniten- 
tiary—Barney Swinney Gives Some Inci- 
dents in His Crooked Career. 


OME interesting 
testimony was in- 
troduced into the 
case of Thomas J. 
Henry against the 
/ Wabash Western 
( Railway Co. late 
yesterday after- 
„ noon after the 
Post-DIsPATOR had 
„gone to press. As 
= stated yesterday, 
4 Henry is suing the 
company for $30,000 
tor personal inju- 
1 im (OES ries received in a 
collision that occurred between the Kansas 
City express and a stock oar loaded with scrap 
iron that ran down from a siding across the 
main track at Hull’s Point, four miles from 
Missouri City, on the moining of December 
81, 1887. The plaintiff claims that the 
brakes on the car were defective 
and the car was not fastened, and 
the defendants introduced the testimony of 
John B. Swinney, alias Barney Swinney, and 
Nick Drew. two train robbers, to prove that 
the car was pushed down across the track to 
cause a wreck, so that they could rob the 
train. These two, and a man named Har- 
graves, were arrested amonth later for at- 
tempting to rob a train at the same place. 
Drew turned State’s evidence, and sent 
Swinney and Hargraves to the penitentiary, 
where Swinnéy’s deposition was taken, He 
makes a bold confession, and tells the whole 
story. The deposition was read by Mr. H. 8. 
Priest, who represented the railroad, and 
Messrs. Lodgeand Talty, counsel for the 
plaintiff. Swinney says that Drew, a man 
named Harrison and himself, had been talk- 
ing ot robbing the Kansas City express for 
five or six monte. We wanted another 
man, and Drew got Hargraves, who lived 
across the river. I did not see the wreck that 
occurred on the morning of December 31,“ 
he continued, but I knew of it. The time 
for the robbery had been set for three or four 
days, and the morning before it was to take 
place the three come over to where I was 
working and asked me if I would be ready 
next morning. I didn’tknow whether 
THAT FELLOW HARGRAVES WOULD STICK 
or not and I was doubtful about going in with 
him.I hadn’t nad a chance to test his cohesive- 
ness, so I concluded to stay out. There was 
to be a dance that night and I told them asl 
had to go toit I would not take part in the 
robbery, because if I was seen out it would 
arouse suspicion. The plan was this: We 
were to take a red flag and a lantern with us 
and flag thetrain when she came up tothe 
switch. Isuggested that Drew should cover 
the engineer with his pistol‘and Hargraves 
and I should go back to the 
mail car and uncouple it. It was 


then to be run up the track and then the mail 
clerk ordered to open the door. If he refused, 
we were to threaten to run the engine through 
it. We didn't intend to do auy such thing; it 
was only a threat toscarethem. If the mail 
clerk opened the door we were to make him 
come out ahd I was to puta pistol to his head 
and tell him that I was going to send Har- 
graves in ecar, and if there was anybody 
in there ag ything happened to Hargraves 
I would blow his E * out. Hargraves didn’t 
like the scheme. es said some fool might 
have a pistol and shoot. Then to test Drew, I 
said I would stay outside and hold the en- 
gineer and fireman, and if they made a noise 
I would shoot them both. Drew didn’t want 
to have any of that kind of business. 
He seemed afraid of it and I con- 
ciuded to stay out of that scrape. 
Igavethe dance as an excuse and it was 
agreed that I was to goto Missouri City next 
morning after the robbery and find out what 
the rumors were and who were suspected. I 
went to the dance and about 11 o’clock net 
morning I started out. There was a light 
skift of snow on the ground and as I knew how 
the three were going to Hull’s Point switch I 
found their trail in the snow by walking across 
the coun a bout a mile and a half. I could 
easily tell it tor all three of them had their 
feet tied up in gunny sacks to a the snow 
out except Hargraves, and one of his was tied 
up so big that his track looked like a balf- 
bushel measure had been set down in the 
snow. I followed their trail 
old tree, about a mile 
the switch, where they had builta fire and 
waited for train time, I didn’t go any nearer 
to the switch, because I thought it I did sus- 
icion would fall on me. I went to Missouri 
ity and eat around the depot for some time, 
but I heard nothing, I started to walk up the 
track and meta negro boy, who asked me if I 
had heard that the express was in the ditch. 
I said I had not, and he said’’—the referee be- 
fore whom the depositions were taken ex- 
cluded what disinterested persons bad said to 
Swinney, and Swinney, continuing, said: ‘*I 
went back home and during the afternoon 
Hargraves came over. He had borrowed my 
pistol and left his shotgun at my house. He 
wanted to return the pistol and get hisgun. He 
told me that in getting over a fence they had 
broken the lantern and had nothing to stop 
the train with, so they ran the car down 
thinking that the engineer would see it and 
stop. But it wasacloudy night and he did 
not see itintime. They were rattled by the 
wreck and didn’t make any attempt to rob the 
train. Hetold methatthe explanation they 
had determined upon was that the wind had 
blown the car down on the track. 

Being questioned about the attempted rob- 
bery that sent bim to the penitentiary, he 
said: That was afterwards, on the night ot 
January 18, 1888. Drew and Harrison and 
Hargraves and I were in that, but we didn’t 
have any plan. Drew was to flag the train 
and then we were to work as we saw best at the 
time. What we were after was the registered 
mail pouches. They are easier to get than 
the press. 

DREW FLAGGED THE TRAIN, 

but he wasn’t masked as he says be was at the 
trial, for I had the bandanas we were to 
wear as masks, Drew wore a beard, and he 
intended to disguise himself by shaving it off 
next morning. When the train stopped he 
hollered? ‘Come on, Doys!’ and we rushed up. 
Then the engineer and fireman began to 
shoot and I was hit, but I wasn’t hurt badly. 
I drew a Colt’s navy I carried, but it wouldn’t 
work. The chambers were too clean, they 
wouldn’t hold the cartridges. The cartridges 
. back and kept the cylinder from re- 
volving. They suspected Drew of being in 
this and he got scared and gave us away to 
save himself. I stood my trial and was con- 
victed. There were thirteen chief witnesses 
against me.’’ 

On the oross-· exam {nation Swinney was 
asked about his record and he said: 

Ives tried for murder in Clay County in 
1878 and acgu In 1 I was tried for 
murder at Fort Smith and acquitted.

Snipe Shooting ts Good. 
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An Interesting Paper by Capt. Sampson of 
the Naval Academy. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 12.—Capt. Wm. T, 
Sampson of the Naval Academy, and late a 
member of the Hoard of Fortifications, read 
last night a paper before the Naval Institute 
entitled Coast Defense.’’ All who had given 
the subject any consideration, Cupt. Sampson 
said, were satisfied that the coast defenses 
of the country were inefficient and insufficient. 
The subject was of peculiar interest to the 
navy. The professional opinion of the ser- 
vice had not received the attention it merited. 


It was the duty of the profession to consider 
carefully allschemes and inventions, and to 


f 
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In its way, but altagether were insufficient. 
The sound policy of the recent administration 
of naval affairs should be developed. Prepar- 
ations for war which are deferred until war is 
imminent invite defeat. To enforce the Mon- 
roe doctrine the country must depend upon its 
navy. The means of naval defense were tor - 
pedo boats, gunboats and floating batteries 
or coast defense vessels. Topedoes forme 
a most important part of coast defenses, 
but were of doubtful utility in a 
sea engagement, and it was only un- 
der peculiarly favorable conditions that 
torpedo boats should attack during daylight. 
Coast defense vessels should have an ad- 
vantage over any vessels, carrying the same 

uns, sent against them. Light draught would 

esuch an advantage. The small depth of 
water of the Atlantic forts, U taken advan- 
tage of, might prove oneof the strongest 
means of defense. The submarige sorpedo 
boat, in 15 Sampson’s opinion, should be 
placed in the same category as the pneumatic 
gun, an untried weapon.

Passover Bread. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 

Next week being the passover season the 
following account of how Passover bread is 
made will be interesting: 

**In the preparation of the Jewish Passover 


bread the kneading is done in the ordinary 
way. Pure gunpowder water is the only com- 
nentadded. Thetime for the dough to be 
aked is reduced to the minimum. It is 
broken into flat cakes and then run between 
rollers into very thin sheets. Over these a 
workman rolis a pronged steel to perforate 
the dough so that air holes may be seen in the 
baked cakes. A steel hoop cuts the dough 
into round, flat sheets, which are then ready 
forthe oven. The baker stands with a paddle, 
attached to a very lone handle. ith the 
aid ot a boy he thrusts the cakes into the 
brick compartment, and in half a minute pulls 
them out ready for use. A matzath cake is 
round, about four feet in diameter, somewhat 
browned and having slight air-hole projec- 
tions on its surface. They have a rather 
pleasant teste, not unlike that of crackers, 
and make a good substitute for bread. In some 
— there is a demand throughout the en- 
ire year for the unleavened cakes by dyspep- 
About eight cakes weigh a pound, which 
uantities sell for 8cents. The cakes 
are very brittle, and their pieces are ground 
upintofine meal. This is the substitute for 
wheat flour in the household during the Pass- 
over.

From the Bowery 
across Houston to Harry Hill’s old place 
flew the banjo maker with the 
woman a good second and the 
doctor a poor thid. Arough-and-tumble in 
the street here occurred, but the banjo-maker 
broke from the brunette’s embrace and, like 
a deer, ran back tothe Bowery and hid in the 
hallway of No. 255. Fleet-footed forerunners 
of the crowd had kept him in sight, and when 
the woman finally came up with a etick, a 
mischievous boy told her where the affrighted 
man was. Into the hail she went, and caught 
him. Screams and sounds of conflict were 
hedrd by the large crowd collecting outside. 
A cry of ‘‘Police’’ saved the man from further 
punishment and he got over a fence in the 
yard. The young brunette, with bated breath, 
slipped out in the crowd, saying: 

Where are you, doctor?’’ : 

Here, dear, came in sounds not meant to 
be heard by many and the pair hastened up to 
Houston street. They jumped into a cab 
which had been awaiting them and were 
Griven uptown. The officer on the beat told 
subsequently that he saw the crowd collected 
but that when he had got down to the hall 
the principals had disappeared. 

THE LUCKLESS BANJO MAKER. 

The luckless banjo maker was found by 
chance later on descending from the last 
fence in along series. He turned out to be 
Edward Lewis of No. 482 East Fourteenth 
street who, in November, 1881, was shot at 
by Wm. Eckert. The bullet hit Mrs. Annie 
Hiuck in the breast. She recovered after a 
long illness and Eckert gotten years. Lewis 
had interfered in a family quarrel. wis, 
whose neck was badly scratched 
and who was otherwise injured by the 
woman, explained the case to a reporter. 
He said he had met the girl, sick and desti- 
tute, during the blizzard of last year. He was 
a bachelor and he had taken her to his apart- 
ments in East Fourteenth street, over which 
she presided, after recovering from her II- 
ness of three months. Her right name is 
Mamie Leonard, but she had been brought up 
by a family named Noble at Sioux Falls, Dak., 
and has sometimes been known by their 
name. She had there learned to ride spirited 
horses, and becamea crack shot. She acted 
in several museums on the Bowery as cow- 
girl, as distinguished froin a cowboy, before 
she became sick. 

THE TROUBLE. 

About six weeks ago be heard of her be- 
coming acquainted with the doctor. She had 
gone out to the theater with his consent sev- 
eral times of late, but he did not think she 
had been meeting her admirer. She said last 
night, shortly before 8 o'clock, that she was 

oing tothe theater. Lewis decided to follow 
fer She boarded a Second avenue car and 
rode down to Houston street, where she met 
the doctor talking to a friend. They were 
aboutto enter a cab when Lewis passed in 
front of them just to show that he was there. 
The young brunette flew into a rage and 
shouted ; 

lou wantto blackguard me, do you? I'll 
show you there is Virginia blood in my velns. 
Iam the daughter of a general. 

With that she pitched into him and a crowd 
collected. The doctor dude got under the 
stairs of the elevated road out of view. 

That man must be a scoundrel,’’ said 
Lewis, pointing to the doctor. 

This angered her the Wore and he fled 
across Houston street. She caught bim, and 
with acane she had taken from the dude 
belabored him. They rolled together in the 
street. He darted away from her as previ- 
ously stated and made for the Bowery. Tha 
battle in the hallwayand yard here lasted 
about halt an hour. Lewis is half Indian and 
half French, and was born in New Orleans. 
He was looking most of the night for the dude 
whom the girl prevented him from getting at. 
He promises to make it hot for the dude yet.

CAUGHT IN A STORM. 


The British Steamer Wylow Badly Damaged 
by Wind and Water. 

Norrotk, Va., April 12.—The British 
steamer Wylow arrived in Hampton Reads 
yesterday. She was greatly damaged in the 
late storm. The Captain noted a protest with 
the British Vice Consul here. The Wylow was 
bound from Philadelphia to Havana witha 
cargo of coal and passed out of the 
breakwater at 11 on the 6th inst. 
with a moderate breeze from east 
northeast. At 8:30 p. m. the wind, 


which had been gradually increasing, biew a 
e, @ontinuing with terrific force during 
enight. The vegsel’s head was brought to 
the wind and the engines were slowed down. 
Early Sunday morning, the 7th inst., the 
wheel chains parted and the vessel fell into 
the trough of the sea, taking water fore and 
aft and rolling fearfully. The screw steering 
apparatus aft was as soon as possible put on, 
the heavy seas that broke on board making 
this task a very difficult one. The vessel was 
then brought to the wind as before. She con- 
tinued in this way fora few hours, when she 
dipped her stern and took a heavy sea, which 
washed away one of the men at the wheel and 
broke the wheel into two pieces. The man 
and the wreck of the wheel were dashed 
against the afterpart skylight with great 
force, breaking the whole of the middle port. 
Water then poured into the cabin in torrents 
and holes had to be bored inthe cabin floor 
t into the bold. The 
instruments, furniture 
were ruined. When 
was broken, the hands were called 
out. Before relieving tackles could be put on 
the remaining part ofthe wheel was broken 
off and the rudder threshed across from side 
to side with heavy biows, breaking off botn of 
the rudder’s guards on the stern post and 
breaking the screw steering-gear to pieces. 
While securing the litter three able-bodied 
seamen were struck down by the sea and 80 
injured as to be of no further service. Through- 
out the wind continued to increase until 5: 0 
m., when it blew with the force of a hurri- 
cane. At5:54a heavy sea struck the port life- 
boat and demolished it. During Sunday night 
the wind continued to blow witn unabated 
violence, and the vessel was almost smoth- 
ered by heavy seas, which made a clean 
breach over her, sweeping off everything 
movable from the decks. Monday’s experi- 
ence was much the same as that of Sunday. 
The wind did not lull untilé4 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, when the vessel steered for Chesa- 
— Bay, arriving at Hampton Koads yes- 
rday morning. 


AT THE MAYOR'S OFFICE. 


What Mayor Noonan Did in an Official 
Way To-Day. 


Mayor Noonan was at work as usual to-day 
at an early hour and arrived at the office half 
an hour before Secretary Mead. The crowd 
of visitors was alittie larger than usual to- 
day, brought out perhaps by the fine weather. 
The number of those who had come in simply 
to talk and offer their congratulation was very 
large, but did notin the least daunt the Mayor,

The Mayor curtailed his own authority in 
one direction to-day by refusing to have any- 
thing to do with designating the places where 
the Work-house gangs Schall work. He said: ‘‘I 
have been looking into the matter and find 
that heretofore for a number of years it has 
been the custom for the Board of Public Im- 
— — to take charge of all the grading, 

iggzing and street work done by the Work. 
house gangs, the board designating the places 
where the gangs shall workand then getting 
the Mayor’s approval, I find that this is 
wrong. The Mayor has nothing whatever to 
do with the matter and his approval is not in 
any way necessary. The Work-house gangs 
‘are simply labopers at the disposal of the 

board and that body oan direct them to per- 
form any work they may see fit without con- 
sulting with the Mayor and asking his ap- 
provai.”’ 


The Mayor informed the board of his decis- 
ion in the matter. 

The following order was given to Sergeant 
McGrew this morning to prevent a trouble 
which ha#been growing more of a nuisance 
every day: On and after April II you will re- 
fuse to make out statements in cases where 
the parties for whom executive clemency is 
asked have been fined in the Police Courts on 
the same day the application is made.’’ 

The custom ot applying at the Mayor’s of- 
ficedor remittange and abatement of fines has 
bevome one of the routine proceedings in 
nearly all Police Court cases. When this 
remittance is asked for a statement 
of the case is made out from 
the books in the Mayor’s office giving the 
name of the person, the offense and amount 
of fine imposed. This statement then goes to 
the Chief of Police, who refers it to the proper 
subordinate for investigation and report. 
Lately the police court lawyers have madea 
practice of rusbing tothe Mayor’s office be- 
fore the ink is dry on the City 
Marshal's books applying for a 
remittance. This has become a nuisance 
as the x are made before the Mar- 
shal has fled withthe Mayor his daily state- 
mentof fines imposed in the various Police 
Courts; owing to this fact a great deal of con- 
fusion has been caused. The order issued to- 
day will put a stop tothis quick action re- 
mittance. Any person unfortunate enough 
to be fined in the Police Court will have to 
wait a day at least before trying to beg off.

MR. KINSEY REPORTS THE SITUATION AT 
THE CAPITAL. 


They Say There Are No Hard Feelings About 
the Distributien of Misseuri Patronage 
Independent of Their Pleasure, but No 
More Slates Will Be Made Just Now—

ONGRESSMEN KINSEY, 

Frank and Neidringhaus 

held a conférence this 

morning at the Mercan- 

tile Club.

The announcement of 

the intention of the dele- 

gation to hold a meeting 

this morning brought a 

crowd of callers to Mr. 

Frank’s offices. They 

were aspirants for clerk - 

ships,friends advocating 

a candidates for consular 

appointments, and party workers w)o had 

not particularly fixed their eyes upon any 

piace, but stood willing to be rewarded ac- 

cording to the judgment of the dispensers of 
good things. : 

It was decided to hold the conference at the 
Mercantile Olub, but even there, in the 
early morning before the club members were 
about, the talk was several times interrrupted 
by callers. 

Congressman Kinsey only returned from 
Washington to-day and was late in arriving 
at the club. Congressman Frank was ex- 
pected to argue a case in the Court of Ap- 
peals at 10 o’clock this morning. He brought 
his papers with him to the conference which 
only lasted a few minutes, as Congressman 
Kinsey did not come until nearly 10 o’clock. 

Touching the purpose of the conference 

CONGRESSMAN NIEDRINGHAUS 

said: ‘‘We simply want to talk over matters 
with Congressman Kinsey, who has been in 
Washington. Everything that we have done 
was in accord with the President's sugges- 
tions. Yes,they have to some extent changed. 
His decision not to appoint any consul to the 
place of his birth only affects two of the gen- 
tlemen suggested by the delegation for con- 
sular appointments. I understand it does not 
affect Mr. Schroeder of St. Joseph, who, I am 
informed, is an American born citizen. 

„It is not correct to say that the delegation 
resents the endeavors of any prominent Re- 


publican to secure a place for one friend 
through the assistance of another. Our dele- 
gation is working together admirably. We 
will do what we can to help one another of 
our burdens.’’ 
CONGRESSMAN FRANK 

said: ‘‘There is no dissatisfaction with Mr. 
Kerens in the Congressional delegation. If 
he had done all he has been credited with and 
uttered all the criticisms I have beard attrib- 
uted to him concerning the Congressional 
delegation there would be good reason for 
unkind feelings, but this is not the case. 
There is, as my colleague says, no unfriendly 
feeling whatever.’’ 

Notwithstanding these protestations, joined 
in by Congressman Kinsey, the good nature 
of the Congressional delegation is being taxed. 
The information concerning Mr. erens’ 
conduct in Washington is correct. 
There is no question about the fact that he has 
overbalanced the Congressional delegation 
and that notwithstanding the President’s sug- 
—— that he will look to the Congressional 

elegation for directing recommendations 
Mr. Kerens has been influential in Washington 
and has so far acted almost entirely inde- 
pendent of the Congressmen in making bis 
recommendations.

vention. 

The appointment of Cornelius McBride to 
an inspectorship in Secretary Noble’s depart- 
ment to a place paying him 8,500 per annum 
and expenses was another achievement in the 
glory of which the Congressional delegation 


ad no share. 

To-day’s conference was short, but long 
enough for Mr. Kinsey to inform his colleagues 
of the real situation and the i fact 
that the reports of Mr. Kerens’ infiu- 
ence were true.

Boomers Anxious (te Reach the Berder—Se- 
ricus Trouble Ahead. 

CaLDWBLL, Kan., April 12.—The City Coun- 
cil has directed Mayor Riley to write Gen. 
Merritt, Commander of Fort Leavenworth, re- 
questing him to permit Oklahoma boomers 
who are camped hereabout to move across the 
Cherokee Strip to the northern line ot Okla- 
homa Territory before the 23d of April. All 
they want, the Mayor sgys, is an equal chance 
with the crowd that will go in from the South 
and West by the railroads. It will take the 
beomers here fully three days to cross the 
strip which is sixty miles wide, while those 
who are massed along the southern and west- 
ern lines can settle onthe best claims within 
a few hours after the President’s proclama- 
tion goes into effect. The Mayor also claims 
that there area great many cowboysin the 
territory on cattle ranches who will be at the 
north line promptly at 12 o’clock on the 22nd, 
and being mounted on fleet horses, 
will be able to secure the best iloca- 
tions. Besides, there is a clasg of 
boomers that has practically determined 
to invadethe territory withinafew days. 
Their plan is to leave Caldwell in the night, 
slip past the troopers who arejguarding the Bluff 
Creek bridges, and then make for the timber 
in the Strip by the shortest routes. They are as 
well mounted as the United States cavalry and 
they do not fear capture. Capt. Woodson of 
the Fourth United States Cavalry, whose 
troops are guarding the Territory from inva- 
sion at this place, is said to favor the Mayor’s 
plan. Thus far, however, he has rigidly en- 
forced his orders from headquarters and, asa 
result, there is not a boomer wagon 


withina mile and a half of theline. Afew 
men have attempted to ewade the patrol, but 
in every instance they were overhauled and 
brought back. If Gen. Merritt declines to 
grant Mayor Riley’s request there is liable to 
be a good deal of trouble between some of the 
boomers and the troops. Abouta hundred of 
the former held a meeting in the bed ofa dry 
creek nearthe Rock Island bridge yesterday 
afternoon, and after a great deal of discus- 
sion determined to move for Oklahoma on the 
night of April 18. They will leave their wagons 
and stock and families here to follow as soon 
as the military will let them move. 

We have good horses,’’ said one of the 
rebels, ‘‘and we are not afraid of being 
caught. All we want is a fair start, and then 
you can depend upon it that we will be in 
Oxlahoma as soon as the city crowds that are 
going in on the railroads,’’ 

THE ARMY OF BOOMERS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 12.—A gentleman 
residing in this city has received a letter from 
his brother-in-law, who lives twelve miles 
from the Oklahoma border. The writer says 
that the President should have declared the 
Territory open the day after the issuance of 
the proclamation, and continues: There 
were at that time in the neighborhood of 
Oklahoma enough walting and anxious 
people to occupy its every home. Many 
ot them were the followers of the late 
Capt. David L. Payne, who labored so long 
and zealously to accomplish the work that the 
President’s oclamation does. Many of 
these men will be cut off and ruined now. 

As it is there are now inthe neighborhood 
of this territory, ready to move at a moment’s 
notice, five times the number of people neces- 
sary to settle it, and every wagon-road con- 
verging towards this point from Missouri, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Texas and elsewhere, 

under the burden of 
wagons. one is golng in the 
direction of Oklahoma, across lots when he 
can. And this is merely the van of the army 
that isto come actwhhstanding all reason 
and warning. The great mass he waiters 
have no desire to hang around the frontier a 
day or two, sothey will try to be on hand 
22 as the gate swings oven. The result, as 
tmay reasonably be calculated, will bea 
never-ending series of petty but bloody bat- 
tles in comparison to which county seat 
rackets and race wars are but sham fights. 

‘*Another element is the Western rustler, 
who has been through the mill—been raised, 
as it were, on the county seat fights and 
rocked on the billows of land contests. He 
does not care about homesteads, but he will 
be there. He will be satisfied with a few or 
the best lots in all of the best towns and he 
won't be satisfied unless he has them. He don't 
want anything that involves trouble, but 
if trouble comes that is just what he has been 
looking for, and he will welcome itas an old 
friend. In fact, the man who is now sell- 
ing his farm or other property and picturing 
to himself a quiet, peaceful home in Oxklaho- 
ma, isthe fellow that I am writing these lines 
for—the man I want to wakeup. I would tell 
him to come with the idea of staying, but 
with the means of returning. There is bound 
to be lots of trouble.’’

THE AMERICAN MEAT CO. SCHEME KNOCKED 
7 IN THE HEAD. 


The “Big Four’’ Dressed Beet Moenope- 
lists Hit It a Staggering Blow—A Sensa- 
ticoval Circular Issued by the Financial 
Agents of the Meat Co.—The Cotton- 
Seed Ou Trust Takes a Hand. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPratTcn. 

New Tonk, April 12.—Wali street was 
treated to something of a sensation yesterday. — 
The plans of some more or less eminent flnan- 
clers went wrong and their sorrows were re- 
talled all over the Stock Exchange district. 
Statesmen like Deacon! 8. V. White and 
„Steve Dorsey of 1880 ‘‘soap’’ fame, and 
Col. Bob Ingersoll are among the sorrowing. 
It was much the fashion not 0 many years 
ago for men of means to buy and even steal 
ranches. Some gentlemen of money 
bought their ranches; other gentlemen 
with political pulls *‘gobbied theirs.’*’ All 
over the West and far down into the South- 
west great tracts of land and herds of cattle 
became the property of men who saw great 
fortunes in their ranch prospects. But air 
castles are hard to anchor. They will float 
around and away. Hence the bursting of the 
ranch scheme for making millionaires. Not 
long ago Wall street was invited to consider a 
prospectus telling all about the riches awaiting 
anybody who would get up a cattle trust. The 
trust was formed. Some of the shrewdest men 
in Wall street put money into the scheme, 
The money is there yet. The trust has been 
done for these many days. An appraisement 
of its property was made afew daysago. One 
specimen item was a market vaiue of $75,000 
for a ranch that the trust took in for $250,000, 
Eighteen months or so ago some more gentie- 
men with ranches bethought them of a 
trust, similar to the original one, 
only smaller. They organized as 
the American Meat Co. „Steve“ 
Dorsey was the original promoter of the 
scheme. Hisfriend and co-states man, S. V. 
White, was with him, pushing the euterprise. 
Col. Bob Ingersoll was ready to co-operate. 
This combination, however, set out to be suc- 
cessful, and their trust must have respectable 
backing; other ranch owners were invited 
into the enterprise and some went in, among 
them being J. H. Flagler and Jay O. Moss, the 
President and Treasurer of the American Cot- 
ton Oll Trust. Mr. Flagler was elected Presi- 
dent of the meat company: Mr. Moss was 
made Vice-President. Vith prudent mod- 
esty, the ‘‘Deacon,’’ the ‘‘Senator’’ and the 
Colonel“ staid.

ESTRANGED FROM HIS FATHER. 


Some Light Thrown on the Mysterious Sui- 
cide of Thorwald Egidius. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YoOrK, April 12.— The body of Thorwald 
Egidius who committed suicide on Tuesday 
nightin his apartments over Morello’s res- 
taurant was yesterday removed to Roth’s un- 
dertaking establishment on Sixth avenue. His 
father, who is Consul-General for Norway and 
Sweden at the Netherlands, was cabled 
by Christian Bors, the Swedish Consul 


in this city, and the latter received 
yesterday morning directions to have the 
dead man properly buried atthe father’s ex- 
pense. The funeral will be accordingly held 
at the undertaker’s rooms Saturday at 1 . m., 
and the interment will probably be at Wood- 
lawn. Among the effects of the suicide were 
a number of letters signed Mary Fuller, re- 
ferring to numerous meetings with Egi- 
dius. Considerable light was thiown on the 
case yesterday by an old friend of Egidius,who 
said that Egidius had been estranged from 
his father for several years because of the lat- 
ter’s second marriage. About five years ago 
the young man cameto New York and was 
impressed with'itasa placeof business. He 
did nothing towards carrying outhis idea, 
however, until six weeks ago when he came 
here to go into the clevator business witha 
friend named VanHeimet. He had some ready 
money and much more had been placed to his 
credit by his father, who refused to let his 
son have possession of it until the business was 
started. — waiting for the completion of 
these arrngements, Egidius passed his time 
in hunting up acquaintances he had 
made five years ago. Accompanied by 
Leon Wurfsgang, an old school-mate, Egidius 
42 a portion of the evening on which he 

led himself with a friend playing cards. 
He left about 11:15 in the best of spirits, and 
went, 80 far as is known, directly to his 
rooms. Among those who called to see the 
body yesterday at the undertaker’s was a tall, 
dark girl who spoke French and gave no 
name. On seeing the body she threw herself 
upon itand wept. She begged so hard fora 
lock of the dead man’s bair that the under- 
taker cut off for her a piece of the man’s mus- 
tache.
